PERBANENT BUILDING 
COMMITTEE PROPOSES 

H CIVIC CENTER 

; In an executive meeting last- 
ling about one and one half 
hours, Monday evening, the 
Permanent Building Committee 
proposed to the Board of Sel- 
ectmen-that~a Civic Center be 
planned in the area now occu- 
pied generally by the Town 
Garage. 

The details of the general 
plan had been discussed with 
the Planning Board, last Thurs 
day, and had met that board’s 
| approval. 

Still another meeting, Monday 
night, before the meeting with 
the Selectmen confirmed the o- 
pinions of the Board. Two mem- 
bers of the Planning Board, 
Danny Gillis and Bill Irwin, 
were present at this meeting, 
as well. 

The Building Committee is un- 
der instructions to construct 
a police station, with the 
town vote specifying a site 
nearly across from the present 
Fire-Police Station. 

The basic proposal of the 
Permanent Building Committee 
is that the town consider an 
integrated site plan which 
would ultimately encompass not 
only the Police Station (to 
be built immediately) but also 
a Town yall, and a Public Li- 
brary, when the town sees fit 
to erect such buildings. 

The committee recognized that 
the town cannot afford either, 
a new Town Hall, or a new Pub- 
lic Library at this time, but 
felt that a plan for the lo- 
cation of these buildings 
could and should be discussed 
now, so as to avoid losing the 
opportunity which presents it- 
self at this time, for inter- 
grated planning. 

The committee, in its delib- 
erations, stated that this was 
part of the problem of Capital 
Outlay planning for the future 
development of Wilmington, 

The recommendation of the 
site on Adelaide Street, the 
committee felt, would tend to 
strengthen the architectural 
and commercial value of the 
proposed Urban Renewal ‘Center. 

The proposals of the Perma- 
nent Building Committee run 
against those of the Urban Re- 
newal Plan, which would relo- 
cate housing in this site, but 
information from the Select- 
men’s Meeting, Monday night 
indicate that the Wilmington 
Housing Authority has had a 
change of heart, and has made 
other proposals for the area,

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THE PRICE OF GRAVEL 

The people of Wilmington are very much dis- 
tressed at the fact that a gravel merchant is 
within this town very actively trying to find 
the shortest route to China, by digging 
straight down. 

This man has won several actions in court, 
actions which were Civil, as distinguished from 
criminal complaints. 

The courts have held that where the gravel 
pit in question was in operation before our zon 
ing laws were adopted, the present zoning laws 
cannot stop him. 

Okay. So that's it. But, to draw a simile, 
let us consider a builder who is building\on a 
10,000 foot lot, because it was there before we 
adopted our zoning laws. We cannot stop him, 
just as we cannot stop the gravel merchant, by 
the zoning laws. 

But if that builder violates, for instance, 
our plumbing code, he can be stopped instantly 
by the Board of Health, even if that Plumbing 
Code were ( as is the case) adopted long after | 
the zoning law. If the builder deliberately vio | 
lated the Plumbing Code he could be taken into 
court on a criminal complaint, and fined. If he 
still continued he would be in Contempt of 
Court, and that could prove to be really ser- 
ious for the errant builder. 

Our Selectmen, for the health and welfere of 
the people of Wilmington adopted a code of Gra- 
vel Regulations. That code is just as effective 
in its way as is the Plumbing Code, adopted by 
the Board of Health. 

Why do we not get after our gravel merchant 
by utilizing this means? 


LETS KEEP OUR FEET ON THE GROUND 

Qur Wilmington Housing Authority, empowered 
by law to administer the Urban Renewal Project 
in Wilwington has submitted, after a fashion, a 
preliminary plan of what they propose to do in 
the vicinity of Wilmington Square. The plan 
has precipitated a tremendous discussion among 
those who have seen it - even though a large 
part of our populace is still unaware of what 
seems to be proposed. 

The WHA proposes a number of things, appar- 
antly, perhaps all of which cannot be listed at 
one time. 

Briefly, according to the plan, they propose 
to move every building that is now located in 
the rectangle between Main Street, Adelaide 
Street, Church Street, and Middlesex Ave. with 
the sole exception of the Fire Station. They 
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lington Avenue Bridge at the same time. 
propose to have a tremendous parking area, rea- 
ching all the way from Main Street to within 
a few hundred feet. of the Walker School site, 
capable of parking about 900 cars, by a con- 
servative estimate. 

Middlesex Avenue is to be relocated, and 
made straight. Adelaide Street is likewise to 
be relocated, about 100 feet closer to Wilming- 
ton Square. 

The Postoffice is to be relocated at the new 
corner of Middlesex Avenue and Adelaide Street, 
and a large dry goods store, of about the size 
of Weinberg's built nearby, as will a new tele- 
phone exchange. 

On the other side of Main Street, close to 
the railroad tracks, at about where the Wilming 
ton Plumbing Supply and Altman's Store are now 
located there is proposed a Medical center. 


In the triangle between Middlesex Avenue and | 


the "Wildcat" branch of the B&M RR is to be a 


sewerage for this area. 

All the present dwelling structures now in 
the area will be relocated, according to the 
plan, north of the relocated Adelaide Street, 
and south of the present homes on Clark Street. 
We are told that some, if not all, will be mul- 
tiple dwelling units. 

We have our doubts about this program, and 
it is only fair to express a few. 

In the first place our town meeting which 
authorized Urban Renewal, 26 months ago, was 


willing to spend $200,000 of the towns money, | 


but at the same time expressed voluble thoughts 
that the program could cost too much money, and 
that there would be Wilmington people who would 
be hurt by the proposals. 

Now the program that has been proposed will 
cost, at a minimum $1,500,000. 

According to the rules of the game, the town 
will be asked to supply one third of the total 
cost, if the government approves of the expen- 
ditures. These rules are not absolute, but it 
would seem that the minimum cost to the town is 
going to be in the neighborhood of $500,000. 

It is true that we now have a Democratic ad- 
ministration, and the chances of getting more 
money from Washington are thereby increased. It 
is true that other sources of income may be 
tapped. Perhaps the town will be asked to spend 
no more than the $200,000 which was the origi- 
nal figure. 

North Adams, for instance, has a $2,900,000 
project, of which they have to supply $400,000. 
They have taken advantage of a number of govern 
mental grants, and it may presumed that Wilming 
ton might do the same thing. 

But if the sum that Wilmington is expected 
to spend is in excess of $200,000 we can expect 
a rebellion on the part of the tax payers - for 
the entire project still has to pass through a 
Town Meeting, for approval. 

That Town Meeting, incidently, will not be 
until after the regular Town Meeting in March, 
according to present plans - the idea being 
the entire meeting will be devoted to one sub- 
ject only - which could make sense. 

But we would like to ask a few questions - 


not defending any particular tax payer, al- | 


though it would seem that there should be some 
protection. 

Why should we move Weinberg's Store? Why 
should we move the bank building? Why should we 
move the telephone exchange? 

All three are modern buildings, built accord 
ing to our latest zoning laws, and have feat- 
ures that mean moving will be very expensive. 

The bank building for instance - it will he 
remembered that the contractor ran into all 
sorts of difficulties when it was constructed - 
for the area was permeated with springs. A firm 
that proposes to move this building is going to 
have just as much trouble, without any doubt. 

The telephone exchange ( which some people 
say will not be moved, anyway) will be another 
expensive proposition. There are a number of 
cables which are quite expensive and difficult 
to ip he ill complicate matters, not to

Let us discuss the Burlington Avenue Bridge. 
It is proposed to lower the bridge, according 
to our understanding - a bridge which was only 
a few years ago raised to allow for the more 
modern trains of today. 

There most certainly would be cheers from 
the B&M head offices in Boston, if the Town of 
Wilmington were to try such a thing. The B&M 
has been trying for years to get free of its 
responsibilities with this and every other 
bridge in Wilmington, not to mention Massachu- 
setts. Remember the Shawsheen Avenue Bridge? 

We can just hear Pat McGinnis leading the 
cheering squad. 

If we are to lower that bridge it will mean 
lowering the railroad track. 

) If we lower that railroad track it will mean 
that the spring floods, which now creep across 
the track will increase. 

Perhaps this has al] been planned - perhaps 
the questions are needless - but if the Wilming 
ton Housing Authority doesn't have the answers 
in the coming Town Meeting they will have no 
Urban Renewal, that is certain. 

Let us consider the sewerage proposal. It is 
planned to install a septic tank system costing 
about $100,000. This tank system will require 
maintainance, forever and a day, which will 
cost more money. 

Once upon a time this paper proposed that 
the coming sewerage system be considered as a 
part of the Urban Renewal project. We are told 
that the question has been examined, and re- 
jected because there would not be "enough re- 
turn" to the project. 

We don't know what "enough return" is. 
1% - or 5%, or more? 

When we consider that we are going to have 
to spend the money for the sewer jroject anyway 
and that the septic tank project will then be 
a duplication of efforts, even a 4 of 1% return 
would be profit, for the $100,000 proposed to 
be spent on septic tanks would be saved - or at 
least that is the way it seems to this paper. 

Let us not forget that the entire area is 
permeated with springs - witness the troubles 
at the bank building, and the slow freezing of 
the water in the Rotary Park Skating Rink. 

It would be a fair statement to say that 
Mill Brook will have to be dredged, down to a 
point beyond the High School, if we develop 
this area, just to get rid of the present water 
What will we have to do with the added water 
from such a huge septic tank installation? 

Lastly, for this week, let us examine the 
proposal to move all the housing down to the 
area between Clark Street and Adelaide Street. 
This would have to get approval of the Board of 
Appeals - it cannot be done by government fiat. 
What do you think would happen, at such a hear- 
ing? Would the residents of Church Street and 
Middlesex Avenue sit idly by - or wouldn't they 
hit the roof instead? 

It would be the liveliest meeting ever heard 
by the Board of Appeals, of that we have no 
doubt. 

The housing has to be moved - yes, but why 
not into a district that is distinct and not a 
part of one of our better zreas - why not, for 
instance into the area in which it is proposed 
to install the septic tanks?

The Mystic Transformer Compa- 
ny is a company in which every 
one is an Indian, but no one} 
is a chief. 

A company with about 15 em- 
Ployees, each of them, includ- 
ing the president, Charles 
Whitehead, of West Acton, in- 
sists that there are no titles 
but that everyone is in him- 
self a production superintend- 
ent, layout man, or what ever 
may be needed for the moment, 
The company manufactures spe- 
cialty transformers, not the 
kind that can be bought in any 
radio or electrical shop, but 
the kind that the growing elec 
tronics and missile industries 
need for their scientific op- 
erations, 

It was a company that began 
with an idea, three or four 
years ago, and a cellar room 
in which to try out that idea. 
Then it moved to a plant in 
Winchester - a place of about 
5,000 square feet. 

Business kept on getting bet- 
ter - AVCO, for instance, one 
of their customers, found it 
necessary to expand, and was 
of course buying more to the 
type of product that the Mys- 
tic Transformer Company, Inc 
and similar companies are ma- 
king today. 

AVCO moved to Wilmington, It 
wasn’t that that made the Mys- 
tic Transformer Company want 


to move here - but move they 
would have to, and Wilmington 
was only one of a number of 
towns and cities in the area 
which they considered. 

Someone told Fred Calabrese 
about the company - and with- 
out further ado Calabrese was 
ready to show them a number of 
good industrial sites. The 
‘Indians’, in relating the sto 
ry, all chorus that they were 
amazed, not only at what Fred 
Calabrese did, but the effic- 
iency of the Town Hall as a 
whole. 

‘We just had to ask a quest- 
ion and we got the answer ~ 
immediately’ one of them said. 
When we went to other towns it 
was the other story - no one 
knew what the other fellow was 
doing-no one could provide an- 
swers - but in Wilmington --!’

The 
Connolly Brothers, of Marion 
Street did a lot of work, and 
Earl Hamilton provided the 
painting and decorations. 

They didn’t give the reporter 
any opinion on whether or not 
Don Rossi, Herb, and Earl were 
also ‘Indians’
